informed on developments within the DCG, CAHELM is probably regarded 
by soma of the other DCG members as Sohenke 'a "nan" and therefore would 
have very little access to Schenke'e opposition within the DCG. It seems 
to us that an additional penetration of the DCG would be useful If it 
gave direct access to the Voratand and the anti-Schenke people in the 
^ DCG or if it provided direct contact with the Communist Chinese. 
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
